‘The USL 2015 competition format features a two-conference alignment to further promote regional rival- 
ries. The USL has expanded to 24 teams for its 2015 season with the establishment of professional soccer 
in new markets along with the addition of seven MLS owned and operated clubs. 


‘The USL will be split into 12-team Eastern and Western Conferences in 2015, with teams facing each of 
their conference opponents at least twice during the 28-game regular season schedule, The additional six 
games (beyond the standard home and away against the other 11 intra-conference foes) will be matchups 
against geographic rivals resulting in several cross-conference contests 


“Transitioning to a conference-based structure is consistent with our long-term growth strategy and 
enabled by the rapid expansion of the league; USL Executive Vice President Jake Edwards said.

GOALKEEPER: Rhinos backup goalkeeper Brandon Miller returns to the side, and will face competition 
for the starting spot from former PDL Goalkeeper of the Year, Adam Grinwis. A former standout for the 
Michigan Bucks, Grinwis took MVP honors as the Bucks claimed the PDL Championship last summer. 
DEFENSE: The Rhinos had a standout season defensively in 2014, and return Patrick McMahon for a 
second season. Tony Walls also had a strong year between midfield and defensive roles last season, while 
former MLS defender Grant Van De Casteele and German defender Julian Ringholf to mitigate the depar- 
tures of Kyle Hoffer and Patrick Slogic. 

MIDFIELD: jonny Mendoza and Mike Garzi both return to the side, and both will look to provide 
creativity to spark an attack that scored the second-fewest goals in the league. Added to the mix is 
Christian Silva, who brings USL experience after most recently competing in Europe, while Kenardo 
Forbes will try to translate his passing from the indoor game in the center of the park. 

FORWARD: Alex Dixon and Colin Rolfe both return to Rochester, and Christian Volesky arrives after a 
strong MLS Combine and good career for FC Tucson. Many eyes, however, will be on powerful 6-foot-4 
Cape Verde forward Steevan Dos Santos, who will aim to lead the line as he arrives from Norwegian club 
Ullensaker/Kisa IL. 

BIGGEST STRENGTH: The Rhinos have always played well defensively under Lilley, and reached the 
playoffs last season aided by the second-best defensive record in the league. Expect teams to continue to 
find it difficult to break down a resolute back line, 

BIGGEST QUESTION: As great as the Rhinos have been defensively, their attack has struggled. Now 
with Banks and his nine-goal haul from last season gone, can the club's new additions spark an offense 
that last topped 30 goals in a season in 2011? 

KEY STRETCH: The Rhinos host six out of seven games from the middle of July to the end of August, 
with 2014 playoff teams the Charleston Battery, Richmond Kickers, Harrisburg City Islanders and Wilm- 
ington Hammerheads FC among the visitors. 

KEY NUMBER: 9 - The Rhinos’ returning group scored only nine of the team's 29 goals a season ago. 
Players such as Dixon, Rolfe and Mendoza will need to raise their performances in their second seasons 
with the club. 

COACH'S VIEW: "We have alot to be encouraged about heading into the 2015 season. We've got a group 
of guys here who have a great chemistry together, and who are working hard to get better every day in 
training. We scored a lot of goals during the preseason, and we're scoring goals every day during training, 
so I think we've got some attacking pieces in place this season. We're ahead of where we were last year, but 
early results seem to indicate that the league is going to be better than it was last season as well.

Who would have thonght in 1995 that Rochester would ever have its own professional soccer team again? 
Ithad been over a decade since the Rochester Flash played their last match in the USL in front ofa few 
hundred fans at Holleder Stadium, Yes, there was a men's pro team in Western New York called the Flash 
and they played in a league in 1984 coincidentally called the United Soccer League, which lasted all of 

1 calendar year 


Twelve months had passed since the incredible success of World Cup USA 94 and Major League Soccer had 
been officially formed in February, so fans across the country were building in anticipation for the return 
oftop flight pro soccer to the US. But for the loyal Rochester soccer fans who still fondly recalled the glory 
days of the Lancers and the NASL, nothing special seemed to be happening soccer-wise in 1995 for the 
Flower City. 


Who would have thought a meeting of two native Rochestarians ata baseball game that summer would 
kickoff a new chapter in the long and storied history of professional soccer in Rochester? While taking in 

a Red Wings game at Silver Stadium in 1995, Rochester Americans President and CEO Steve Donner and 
Chris Economides, the former owner of the indoor soccer Kansas City Attack, talked about the potential 
for starting up a new pro soccer team in Rochester at Frontier Field, the future downtown home of the Red 
Wings that was being constructed that summer. After agreeing on the idea and bringing in Frank DuRoss 
as the primary owner, plans began for the return of the world’s game to Rochester. But, would local soccer 
fans embrace a new pro team and could the club be successful on and off the field? 


Who would have thought that on July 12, 1996, 14,717 fans would pack Frontier Field for the stadium's 
first sporting event to see the last place Rochester Raging Rhinos come from 2-0 down to defeat the 
A-League leading Montreal Impact 3-2 on a 2nd half hat trick and 89th minute match winner from Doug 
Miller? 


Who would have thought that on September 7, 1996, the Rhinos would shock the soccer world by beating 
MLS leading Tampa Bay Mutiny in the US Open Cup 4-3 in overtime on a golden goal from Pittsford's Chris 
Kennel? 


Who would have thought that 5 years later, the Rhinos would have won 3 league titles and the 1999 US 
Open Cup, making the franchise one of the most successful clubs in US soccer history? 


Who would have thought that the Rhinos would average over 10,000 fans/match over а 10 year span, by 
far the best in the A-League/United Soccer Leagues and more than some MLS teams drew on a yearly 
basis? 


Who would have thought? Probably very few, ifany, soccer fans in Rochester. But looking back 20 years, 
we are so thankful for the vision of the original ownership group, the talent, heart and determination of 
the players and coaches and the dedication and hard work of the management and staff of the Rochester 
(Raging) Rhinos,
